The countryside folk flocked in and 
loyal Fienburg emptied its crowds 
here. 

Members of the wedding party punc- 
tually at 12 o’clock gathered in the big 
ballroom of the queer old castle. The 
marriage procession commenced the 
moment the Emperor. arrived. 

The bride, who looked very sweet, 
pretty and timid, had a lovely toilette 
of white chiffon lace vell with a train, 
the same used by the Duchess of Al- 
bany at her marriage. 

In the procession to the church the 
bride walked between the Emperor 
and Duke Ferdinand. Her train was 
carried by six maids of honor. . The 
bridegroom came between the Emperor 
and the Duchess of Albany, who wore 
the order of the Black Eagle, conferred 
on her by the Emperor today. 

Among the royal personages present 
were the Emperor and Empress and all 
the imperial children except the Crown 
Prince, Frederick William. He and 
Prince Eite! Frederick are the young 
Duke's intimate friends, and no one 
seems to know precisely why the Crown 
Prince was absent. 

The castie was altogether too small 
to accommodate half the number of 
gueste, so they came in automo- 
biles or carriages from country ple 
in the ,neighborhood. The Tia 
party stayed over night on the imperial 
yacht Hohenzoliern. 

The civil ceremony took piace in the 
fine hall of the castie.

“I am also equally convinced that 
with careful and efficient work on the 
part of the examiner, aided by intel- 
ligent and thorough letters of criti- 
cism tased on the examiner's reports, 
any board of bank directors of fair 
intelligence, with an honest desire to 
obey the law, can, by coéperating with 
the examiner and the comptrolier, 
make the failure of their bank prac- 
tically, if not absolutely impossible. 

“Of the 7930 national banks which 
have been organized, 438 have failed, 
or 5% per cent. of the whole num- 
ber, as against about 17% per cent. of 
banks other than national in the same 
period. The. national banks which 
have failed have paid their creditors 
over 78 per cent. of the amount due 
them, while the other banks have 
paid only about 45 per cent. Of the 
billions and billions of dollars they 
have had on deposit, the national 
banks have lost for their creditors 
in the whole period of their existence 
only about $30,000,000. 

“These records in favor of the 
national banks are mainly, if not en- 
tirely, due to the wise provisions and 
restrictions of the National Bank Act 
and examination and su by 
the national authorities.”

Says Scotty: “I deal with Girard, 
and Girard only. That comes straight 
from the shoulder. If the New Yorker 
cares to come out here and make the 
trip to the mine, which I assure you 
really does exist, I shall be pleased to 
accompany him.

I 
must deai directiy and personally with 
Girard. If necessary I will post one 
of my nen at a distance of every fifty 
yards along the trail to forestall any 
attempt which tay be made upon the 
lives of the party.”
